wheel, ponds, dwelling and board- 


ing house, barn, ete. The principal 


reason giveh for the abandonment 
of the place as a Goverument es- 
tablishment is that the reports re- 
ceived at headquarters are unfavor- 


able as to the propagation of the 
McCloud fish shipped to other 


waters. The Nevada hatchery 
seems to be doing well. Commis- 
sioner Parker takes great interest 
in the work, and reports received 


from the stock he has sent out, so 


far, are very encouraging.
